We don't liko stinginess." Wo don't liko

"oconomy" when it comes dojpn to rags and
starvation. Wo havo no sympathy with tho
notion thut the poor man should hitch him-

self to a post, and stand still while the rest
of the world moves forward. It is no man's
duly to deny himself of every amusement,
every luxury, evory recreation, every coin-for- t,

that he may get rich. It is no man's
duty to muko an iceberg of himself to shut
his eyes and ears to tho sufferings of bis
fellows and to deny himself the enjoyment
that results from generous actions merely
that ho may hoard wealth for his he'ifs to
quarrel about.

We would liko to impress this single fact
upon the mind of every laboring nnrti who

may peruse this short article that it is pos-

sible for him to rise above poverty, and that
the path to independence, though beset with

toils and is much moro pleas-

ant to the traveller, than any one he can

enter upon.
The man who feds that he is earning

something more than he is spending, will

walk the strctts with a much lighUr heart,
and enter his home with a much more cheer-

ful countenance than he who spends as he
goes, or falls sradually behind his necessities
iu acquiring tho means of meeting them.

Next to tho slavery of intemperance, there
is no slavery on earth more galling than that
of poverty and indebtedness. The man who

is everybody's debtor, is everybody's slave,

and in a much worse condition, than he who

serves a single master.
For the sake of the present, then as well

as for tho sxke of tho future, we would most

earnestly urge upon every working man to
live within his means. Let him lay by some-

thing every day if but a penny be it a pen-

ny it is better than nothing ; infinitely bet-

ter than running in debt, a penny a day, or
a penny a week. If he can earn a dollar,
let him try fairly and faithfully, tho experi-

ment of living on ninety cents. He will like
it.

"Pcoplo will laugh." Let them laugh.
"They will call me stingy." Better call you
stingy than say you do not pay your debts.

"They will wonder why I do not have bet-

ter furniture, live in a finer house, and at-

tend concerts and the play houso." Let
them wonder, for a while; it won't hurt
them, and it certainly won't you. By and
by, you can have a fine houso, and fine fur-

niture of your own ; and they will wonder
again and come billing and cooing around
you, liko so many pleased fools. Try the
experiment. Live within your moans.

The Taxes on Farmers.
The following is very important to farm-

ers, and the decisions have recently been

given by tho Commissonsr of Internal Rev.
enuo at Washington :

1st. Farmers will not be required to make
return of produco consumed in their own

immcdiato families.

2d. The farmer's profits from the salo of
live stock aro to bo found by deducting from
tho gross receipts for animals sold, the pur-

chase money for the same. If animals have
been lost during the year by death or rob-

bery, tho purchase money paid for such ani-

mals may be deducted from the gross income

of tho farm.
3d. No deduction can be mado by the

farmer for tho valuo of services rendered by

his minor children, whether ho actually pays
for such services or not. If his adult chil-

dren work for him and receive compensa-

tion for tlstir labor, they aro to bo regarded
as other hired laborers in determining his
income.

4th. Money paid for labor, except such as

is used or employed in douiostio service, or

in the production of articles consumed in the
family of tho producer, may be deducted.

5th. No deduction can bo allowed in any

case for the cost of unproductive labor. I(
houso servants are employed a portion of
tho time in productive labor, such as the
making of butter and cheese for sale, a pro-

portionate amount of tho wages paid them
may be deducted.

Oth. Expenses for ditching and clearing
new land are plainly exponsos for permanent
improvement, and not deducted.

7th. The whole amount expended for fer-

tilizers applied during the year to the farm-

er'! land, may be deducted, bnt no deduction
it allowed for' fertiliieit produced on the

farm. Tho cost of seed purchased for sow

ing and planting may bo deducted.
8th. If a person sells timber, standing,

the profits aro to bo obtainod by estimating
the value of tho land after the removal of
the timber, and from tho sum thus obtained,
deducting the estimated value of tho land
on tho first day of January, 1802, or on the
day of purchase, if purchased since that
date.

Oth. Whcro no repairs have been made by

tho tux-pay- upon any building owned by

him during the preceding fivo years, noth
ing can bo deducted during tho year for
which its income is estimated.

A farmer should mako return of all his
produce sold within tho year, but a moro

executory contract for a rato is not a sale ;

delivery, either actual or constructive, is es-

sential. ' The criterion by which to judgo
whether a sale is complete or not is to de-

termine whether the vender still retains in

that character a right over the property ;

if tho property were lost or destroyed, upon
which of tho parties, in tho absence of any
other relation between them than that of
the vender and vendee, would tho loss fall?

Inhabitants of the Human Ilodjr.

Your
body is but a home for parasites, that crawl
over its surface, burrow beneath its skin,
nestle in its entrails, and, riot and propagato
in their kind in every corner of its frame.
Tho sensation in regard to trachina in swine
flesh has set tho scientific to "knocking their
heads togethor," and tho result is tho fol-
lowing facts : Parasites not only inhabited
the bodies of all animals used by it as food,
but they aro also found in abundance in our
own organization. Tho sneciea tranl.in.
spiralis, of which so much has boen said,
ana whose existence has" been discovered in
pork, is found in almost even- - musda of tb
human body. It lies along the fibres of the
muscles, enveloped iu littlo cvsts or sacs
about h of nn inch in length. It
can be distinctly sceu and examined only by
the use of tho microscope. Professor Wood,
of Philadelphia, says: "No evidenca lm

het been produced of any morbid influence
exerted iy mo trachina upon the system
during life. They have been Ibund in sub
jects carried off by sudden death (aocidont)
and m the inidst of health." An Euclish
authority lays: "It is a notorious fact that
the numerous parasites do crawl over our
suitace, burrombcrioath our Ekin, nestle iu
our entrails, and riot and rroimcatn tlmir
species in every comer of our frame. Nearly

score of animals beloiiL-in!- ? to tlm ltitprfni
of the human body huvo slrcudv linen Hi.
covered and described, and scarcely a tissue
or an organ but is occasionally profaned by
their inroads. Each also bus its sneniul nr
favorite domicil. One species of strangle
chooses tho heart for its dwelling place,
another inhabits tho arteries, a third the
kidneys. Myriads of minuto worms lie
coiled up iu tho voluntary muscles, or in the
areolar tissue that connect tho flesh v fibres.
The guinea worm and the chinuo bore
through the skin and reside in the subjacent
vcrticular membrane. Hratids invest vari.
ous parts of tha body, but especially the
liver and the brain. A little fluke, in gen-
eral appearance much like a flounder. Uvea
steeped in gall in tho biliary vessels. If you
squeeze from tho skiu of your nose what
is vulgarly called a maasot the contents.
namely one of tho hair follicles it is ten to
one that you will find in that small sebaeioun
cylinder several aiiimalcula,--, exhibiting un-

der the microscope, a curiousaud complicated
structure. Even the eye has its livina in
mates. With this knowledge of our com
position, it matters but littlo how many on-to-

we consume, so long as we do nut seo
them ; it is nothing more than all aires have
dune before us. We might with as much
nrouriety refuse to drink water, which, how

ever pure, is fairly alive with ammalcuhe, as
to refuse to cat meat because it exhibits,
under the microscope, entoza.
